bare an admirable essay on tho Genesis and nower of song. 

•In (he Beginning 

God sent Hfs singers upon earth. 

With songs of elad'.ieKs and of inlrth, 

That they mteht touch the hearts of men, 

And bring them back to Heaven again!— Longfellow. 

Music Ifi the Lirth-glft of the soul! Song la the heritage of the Human 
race! 

In this poor sin-blighted earth or ours, these twain constitute the 
faint echo, the mere BUgEesLlon rather thnn the reality of the perfect 
symphony of the world aoove us. Hut even then, how noble, how sweet, 
how faoclnaUag! Doubtless, were our ears attuned and our souls inspired 
we might still henr the morning siara singing together, and eaten Witb 
Heaven-taught spirit those rejoicings or musical barmoaies of the incom- 
ing morning and the outgoing evening, wlilcli, aa the prophet tells us, do 
chant the praise of God. 

But the sounds whlcb Adam perchance heard, when earib was full 
of harmtwies and the skies full of symphonies have been silenced by 
sin, and the music wo hear and jiosscgs Is but a remnant, although a pre- 
lude, maybe, of those endless symphonies which shall ravish our re- 
turned senses in the courts of Paradise regained,* Still, music, imper- 
fect and unintelligible as it Is, la, after nil, the best medium tbe human 
■ soul possesses for conveying many of its highest thoughts and Interpreting 
some of Its noblest aspirations. 

The Power of Song. 

Cowper reminds us that "There Is In aonls a sympathy with 
sounds;" and Carlyle, who always penetrates to tbe heart of things, says: 
"The meaning of songs goes deep. Who Is there, In logical words, can ex.- 
p'reas the effect music ling upoi us7 A kind of Inarticulate, unfathomable 
speech, which leads us to the end of the Infinite, and lets ns for momenta 
gaze Into that!" 

-. Music, and fcer twin sister— sffng, belong, like religion, to the deepest 
Instincts of the soul, and like religion, If rightly understood aad fol- 
lowed, lead us back to Heaven. Properly speaktng, true mnslc Is like 
true religion; we can never yield ourselves too much to Its Influence, for 
It Is one of the few sensuous enjoyments which bring to our nature no 
harm. This Is why the Chnn-h of God bas from earliest times employed 
It in her service, And further explains why, from the dawa of human 
History, every great event of human life has been celebrated by song.

One of tho earliest Greek myths te1I B Os' that Orpheus and Amphloh, 
by the sweetness of tlioir stralno, attracted wild heaista,- and jnade trees 
And stones to dance to the music of Uielr harps, and tliua bringing ibsm 
together, httllt a wall &04 encloned n beautiful city. 

Sorgs ol the Jews. 

Interpreted Into modern language, the fable means that the musicians 
of Greece persuaded a rough and barbarous people, who lived ifl hollows 
and treea, woods and caves of stoue, to build cities and to form peaceful 
and clvllieed communities. 

. The undent aatlotis of the Bast- Assyria, Egypt, and Babylon— had 
similar customs to those of the Greeks and Romans, and for them, too, 
song wn B the instrument of civilisation Bid progress. Tho Scandinav- 
ians, likewise, preserved at once their language and a record of their 
eimtoms— Bald to bo among the oldest in Europe— by their saga a or stories 
in song. TJicse are silll studied in otir universities, sad are onr chief

The fall of the Sullan, 
too, has had Its effect upon the 
Turks, and wo hope there will bo no 
more such outbreaks.

The people of Coram be- 
lieve that if Ihcy steal fruit from a 
tree which Is protected liy a pig's jaw 
they will he torn to pieces by a wild 
boar; so does superstition build U P 
the institution of private property, 
which carries man another big f=tej> 
forward. 

The utility of superstition as a pro- 
tector of the purky of marriage, is 
also referred to. Similarly, to this 
day. everybody in China believes «n 
ghosts and believes in them as very 
active agents; and it is this belief 
which Is tbe tnost powerful influence 
against the committal of mnrder. 
And there is suiscrstitton at lis fourth 
benevolent task, as Mr, Frazer depicts 
It, averting v-loience and protecting 
human iife.

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,HE recent enactment 
of the Ottawa Parlia- 
ment, enlarging the 
boundaries of Ontario 
a;.d Manitoba, and add- 
ing to Quebec what is known as Uu- 
gava — that portion of Labrador not 
belonging to Newfoundland — directs 
attention to this close-nf-home wilder- 
ness — only one thousand miles from 
Toronto — the largest unexplored 
habi-able territory in Norn America. 
This Interest Is also timely, because 
Canada and Newfoundland are now 
contestants before the Privy Council 
iz a boundary dispute m.=ppv!!:ig the 
precise terrain ihcre over which each 
should exercise Jurisdiction, 

The Labrador Peninsula, between 
Hudson Bay and ;be Atlantic Ocean, 
has an area of about 500,009 snunre 
mlle.=. or twelve times the size of 
Newfoundland. 

The Place of Naked Rocks, 

Labrador was first discovered by 
the Norsemen, who name.| it Hellu- 
land, "the place of the rakecj rocks," 
because of its desolate seaboard; and 
Cabot sighted It FiOO years la'er. 
C'ortereal. the Portuguese, landed 
there In 1C0I, and reporting to King 
JIa.-uel, so legend sayn, that it was 
peopled with hard natives suLable 
for slaves, the monarch named It 
Labrador, "the Labourers' I/sud." 

The waters which wash the sea- 
hoard teem with the finest of food 
fishes— cod. salmon, herring, halibut, 
and haddock; while whales, seals, and 
wnlruses are also round there. The 
land Itself Is rich In game of flu. 
fur and feather. The lakes and 
streams abound In trout, the forests 
yield wild duck, geese, curlew, plover 
and partridge, or willow grouse; and 
carlhou, black find polar beans, mar- 
ie is, foxes, lynxes, and numerous 
other denizens supply the very rich- 
eat peltries known to the commercial 
world to-day. The eastern front Is 
fairly cut in half by Hamilton Inlet, 



a mighty fiord penetrating 1"»~' miles 
into the' heart of the country, anil 
this practically forms lie Eorthera 
limit of the tree line, extensive for- 
ests existing south and west c-f this 
toward Quebec. ■s-hiZc pels-wsj.!
